Mr Whiston pointed out the ‘great dis- 
parity between the costs to the rate-

In addi 
tion, the hosiptal scheme proved to be 
more or less a cheap insurance policy 
for all; giving them the assurance that 
at any time day or might, the’ institu- 
tion was available for their service 
and attention, 


He stated that. for the small sum |" 


of one dollar per day a ratepayer pa- 
tient received all the treament, dress- 
ings, and proprietary drugs, etc. which 
the case demanded and_ in addition 
there was no charge made for the use 
of operating room, or specialist advice 
ghould. such be necessary. In fact the 
only other bills which a patient had tc 
meet wére those of the doctor and the 
drug store for medicines supplied. 

These advantages were impossible 
to procure at the same price under an 
other means of hospital treatment out- 
side of the municipal scheme. and for 
that reason if for no other the idea of 
a municipal hospital for the district 
must assuredly appeal to the 
people at large provided they were de 
cided to go ahead: with-the hospital! 
project at-all. 

In closing. Mr Whiston; answered 
several pertinent questions whict 
clearly brought out the fact that his au 
dience had not been slow to study the 
subject, and promised to lend any as- 
‘sistance in ‘his power if it was finally 
decided to make the necessary applica 
tion to the Minister for the hospital 
district to be erected. :
